TO TRAVEL IN 
WESTERN CANADA 


Canadian Rates East and West of 
Winnipeg May be Advanced 
Shortly 


(iy Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WINNIPEG July, 26.—Increases in 
Passenber rates affecting lines, both 
cast and west of Winnipeg, are now 
under consideration by the railways. 
Officials hold that the present rates 
are too low and increases are made 
possible by increases which have 
been obtained by competitive lines in 
the United States, 

The Canadian railway lines are 
permitted by law to charge a passen- 
ger rate of three cents a mile. They 
now average about two cents a mile 
und as expenses are continually in- 
creasing they are desirous of taking 
advantage of such opportunities for 
small increases as come through rate 
changes in the United States. 

It is probable that the fare from 
Winnipeg to Toronto will be increas- 
ed from $27.85 to 29.25, By the three 
cents a mile standard $36.99 could be 
charged, The rate to the coast 1 
likely to rise from $47.72 to $49.33. 

While the cause of the increases ts 
the ever rising cost of operation the 
event which is presipitating the 
changes is the Minnesota rate case of 
the early part of this year.

Mysterious British Cruiser Steams

~The Russian operations against the 
Turks, which later have been over- 
shadowed by the more sensational 
events on General Brussiloffs front, 
ure now reclaiming general attention. 
As a result of a series of consecutive 
gains achieved by a skilfully organ- 
ized offensive, which ever since the 
fall of Erzerum has been slowly but 
irresistibly sweeping toward the’ ob- 
jectives In Asia Minor, the Caucasian 
armies now comptind the heights 
which definitely threaten the import- 
unt Turkish base of Erzingan and 
inake the fall of this city in the near 
future extremely probable. The Rus- 
sians, after having stolidly withstood 
most energetic counter offensives with- 
cut weakening, are now pressing for- 
ward in three directions—from Gum- 
ish Kaheneh, 45 miles north of Er- 
yingan; from Baiburt, 50 miles north- 
cast of Erzingan, and from Mama- 
khatum, 45 miles east of Erzingan, 
all of which points have recently been 
cecupled by the Russians and form an 
ore from which to focus attacks upon 
Lrzingan. 

The new. poihts mentioned as having 
been occupied by the Russio.ns, possees 
every natural advantages for defense, 
und the Turks made the most persist- 
ent efforts to hold them, Their loss 
not only brings the Russians within 
2 miles of Erzingan but gives them 
command of the chief approaches to 
the city. 

It is rellably reported here that the 
evacuation of Erzingan has already be- 
gun, and that the present defense 
of the city is being conducted only 
with the purpose of giving the Turks 
time to withdarw to a new base at 
Sivas, 130 miles to the, west. There 
being no railway system between E- 
zingan and Sivas, the Turks apparent- 
ly are attempting to avoid a repetition 
of their flight at Eracrum and Trebi- 
ond, where. they gave themselves in- 
sufficient time for an orderly with- 
drawal and allowed their forces to be 
divided and surrounded by the ad- 
vancing Russians,

SHELL OUTPUT IN 
CANADA IS BELOW 
REQUIREMENTS 


Numerous Causes Said to be Re- 
tarding Delivery—Production 
Must Speed up 


Ottawa, July 25.—It is intimated in 
high official circles here that the vol- 
ume of shell production in Canada at 
the present time is considerably below 
the expectation of the imperial muni- 
tions boards, This it is said is due to 
n number of causes, one of them be- 
ing the tendency of firms to take big- 
ger contracts than they are able to 
fill. 

Another reason for the lessening of 
production it is said is a lack of pro- 
per co-operation and co-ordination of 
large quantities of certain parts and a 
smaller number of other equally es- 
sential parts. In other words, the 
chain is just as strong as its weakest 
link. It is pointed out by officials 
that everything possible should be 
done to avoid labor troubles as it is 
highly important that the production 
of shells should be speeded up. 


NEARLY 30,000 OF

FALLEN IN ACTION 


Total for June Was Nearly 1,500— 
9,000 Are Killed, 


London, July 24—Casualty lists is- 
sued by the war office show that dur- 
ing June the British army lost 423 of- 
ficers killed, 1,032 wounded and 64 
missing—a total of 1.519. These figures 
bring the aggregate total losses to date 
to 29,424 of which number 8,997 have 
been killed or died, 18,456 wounded 
and 1,871 missing.

of teltiement, he arranged a further 
meeting with Mr. Seidl, aud succeed- 
ed in ovtuining & furtner reduction of 
their own claim from $19,500.00 to 
$17,000.00, furtner reducing the total 
Caim to $41,000.00, this offer being 
conditional upon a cash settlement 
veing made on or before July 31st, 
1910. With a view to obtaining con- 
tirmation of the claims of the sub- 
contractots, Siemens and Company 
and Bellisg and Morcom, he inter- 
viewed thelr Canadian ‘representy- 
lives, Atter reviewing the whole of 
tne correspondence passed between 
the city anu the company, and haying 
discussed this matter witn the various 
representatives, he would = suggest 
that council offer in cah, witnout 
prejuaice, the tollowing settlement: 

That the city pay scher, Wyss & 
Company the sum of $15,000.00 as 
liquidated damages, 

That the city pay Siemens Ltd, 
sum of 3250.00. 

That the city pay Belliss & Mor- 
com the sum of $2,000,00. 

Total $17,250.00. 

That the contract of Escher, Wyss 
& Company be cancelled. 

That Escher, Wyss & Company be 
required to give the city u release 
‘from all claims for damages or loss 
arising from cancellation of contract. 

Babcock & Wilcox contract ($183,- 
800.00). In June 1915, in pursuance 
with the instructions of your honor- 
able body, the city issued notes to 
Babcock and Wilcox and their sub- 
contractors, the Dominion Bridge 
Company, in payment of material 
fabricated and used by them up to 
that time, the notes being as follows: 
Babcock & Wilcox. ++ $11,250.00 
Dominion Bridge Core. 16,262.38 

eee 327.5 12.38 

The mayor said that when discus- 
sing this matter with Mr. Weller, the 
Canadian representative of Babcock 
& Wilcox Ltd., he claimed the city 
should, in addition to the note for 
$11,250.00 pay the company the sum 
of $4,000.00 to cover overhead charg- 
os, office expenses and loss of profit. 
This he, the mayor, absolutely re- 
fused to consider. It was unfair to 
the city and he suggested the follow- 
ing counter proposal, namely: “That 
the city pay the actual cost only of 
the material used which would bo- 
come waste, the city to be credited 
with the value of such material as 
scrap, if it could not be disposed of 
to better advantage. Mr. Weller 
promised to submit, this proposal to 
his head office in Great Britain, and 
they are now awaiting his reply. 


Agree to Settle Claim 


With regard to the sub-contractors, 
the Dominion Bridge Company, this 
firm had agreed, subject to the aproval 
of Babcock and Wilcox (main con- 
tractors) to settle their claim upon 
the following terms: To return to the 
city the note issued in their favor for 
$16,262.38, the city to issue a cheque 
for $8, 796. 39, representing the cost of 
material fabricated and used, after al- 
lowing the city scrap value for same. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Montaque Davy, 
managing director, and Mr. Warren, 
chief engineer, are about to visit Ed- 
monton in the course of a week of ten 
days, he would suggest that this item 
be left in abeyance until their arrival, 
when a meeting could be arranged he- 
tween the council and these gentlemn 
to discuss the proposed settlement. 

In conclusion, Mayor Henry said 
that he was firmly convinced, and he 
felt council Would agree, that under 
no circumstances should they proceed 
with the completion of these contracts. 
Should such a course be decided upon, 
the companies had notified him that 
they would insist upon increased 
prices to meet the advanced rates now 
being asked for raw material, in- 
creased freight and insurance rates, 
claiming that the rise in the market 
took place after the city had given 
notice of suspension of the works, and 
that had the contracts been completed 
at the dates agreed upon, the increase 
in prices of raw material, freight and 
insurance could not have been insist- 
ed upon, 

First Visited Ottawa, 

In opening his report Mayor Henry 
stated that he first of all visited Otta- 
wa, and took up with the Department 
of Justice the question of the en- 
croachment by the city on the north- 
erly portion of the penitentiary re- 
serve, for the purpose of installing 
sewer and erecting pole lines, On be- 
half of the city, he made a tentative 
offer to lease from the government the 
lands encroached upon, the city to ob- 
tain an easement, paying therefor a 
rental of $1.00 per annum, This pro- 
posal seemed to meet with the ap- 
proval of the minister and his deputy, 
it being understood, however, that 
final arrangements would have to be 
made through the warden at Edmon- 
ton.

No Chance For Camp. 

He also took the opportunity 
call upon the minister of militia to 
obtain from him a definite reply re- 
garding the establishment of a sum- 
mer camp in Edmonton, but the min- 
ister assured him there was absolute- 
ly no possibility of any such arrange- 
ment heing made at least this year, 

As a delay of ten days was necessary 
before he could meet the representa- 
tives of the various companies con- 
cerned in the power house contracts 
at Montreal, he visited New York, and 
there attended the municipal offices 
and discussed with the chief engineer 
of New York, the question of sewer- 
age disposal, This gentleman’ very 
kindly furnished him with copies of 
reports prepared by a commission ap- 
pointed by the city of New York to 
report on the question of sewerage 
disposal for that city. This report is 
said to have cost the city of New York 
$500,000, copies of which he had now 
handed to the city engineering de- 
partment for their information and 
perusal, He might here mention that 
the general question of sewerage dis- 
posal in the city of New York was still 
in an experimental stage, which he 
found to be the case in most of the 
eastern cities, During the present 
year, the city of New York installed 
three experimental stations, and had 
not yet decided upon any permanent 
system, He merely mentioned this to 
show that the city would be well ad- 
vised to go slowly on this matter, and 
await developments before deciding 
upon any permanent solution of this 
problem, 

Authorized to Make Settlement, 

The report was adopted und the 
mayor was authorized to make the 
best possible settlements of the con- 
tracts involved, 

In answer to Ald, Wilson, the 
mayor said that in respect to the mat- 
ter of sewage disposal, he was taking 
some steps towards the object of ob- 
taining the lifting of the injunction 
held against the city by Mr. Clare,

A Radial Railway 


A correspondent draws attention fo 
the fact that the pavement of Portage 
avenue is in process of completion and 
that while the paving is being done at 
the cost of the company the street rall- 
way track is being laid at the cost of 
the city, without any prospect of a 
return on the eapital so invested for 
ut least a considerable number of 
years, The suggestion is made that m- 
stead of the Dunvegan Railway Co, be- 
ing approached with f view to the op- 
eration of their gasoline-electric cars 
over the tracks of Main street, as re- 
cently suggested by the Bulletin, a 
proposal be made to lease to the rail- 
Way company for a short term of 
years the right to run over the tracks 
now being laid on Portage avenue, for 
the operation of the radial cars, with a 
icase for a corresponding period of the 
First street market site for use as a 
terminal for the radial service, To 
bring Wr cars to the First street 
market site would not be nearly us 
convenient for country people desiring 
to do business in the city as if they 
could leave or enter the cars at any 
point on Jasper avenue that was most 
convenient for them. On the other 
hand, of course, when they were at the 
First street market. site, having come 
down Portage avenue, they would be 
n close and convenient touch with the 
street railway system of the city,, and 
the radial cars would not have inter- 
fered in any degree with the operation 
of the street railway service, as might 
be the case if the cars were operate! 
on Jasper. Besides whatever rental 
could be secured for the use of the 
Portage line dr of the First street mas- 
ket site would be found money for the 
city. 

In any case, and whatever is done, 
Edmonton should not lore any oppor- 
tunity of securing a radial railway ser- 
vice into productive outside territory 
whenever that can be done on fayor- 
able terms, The city cannot live on it- 
self, It must have outside trade in 
crder to live.

WOUNDED SOLDIERS 
IN TRAINING 


Government's New Scheme Of 
Allowances for Men and Their 
Families. 


The Government, by order-in-coun- 
oll, has just adopted the report of the 


Military Hospitals Commission, of 
which the following is a summary: 

The report begins by explaining 
that the commission aims at benefiting 
not only disabled members of the 
Canadian expeditionary force, but also 
disabled reservists of the British and 
Allied armies who were bona-fide resi- 
4180 of Canada when the war broke 
out. 

The commission has recetved the as- 
supance of the active co-operation of 
the provinces and various municipali- 
tles in carrying out such a policy. 
Technical schools, agricultural colleges 
and other public institutions have 
agreed to receive disabled men for 
training, and many offers have also 
been received from private commer- 
cial establishments to provide train- 
ing and subsequent employment when 
the men have become proficient, 

The period of training for a new 
vocation will vary according to the 


previous education and industrial 
history of each individual. The cost 
of tuition will vary in consequence, 


and also owing to the fact that in many 
cases the tuition will be free or the 
fees nominal. (The training will be 
free to the men in all cases, If there 
is any charge, it will be paid by the 
Dominion Government.) 

The commission has already under- 
taken tho provision of training in gen- 
eral subjects and elementary vocation- 
al work for all men under treatment in 
the various hospitals and convalescent 
homes operated by the commission, ir- 
respective of whether or not such men 
will later be subjects for vocational 
training leading to new occupations, 
In a few cases, arrangements have also 
been made for that_special training. 

The commission was not able, how- 
ever, to put into operation a general 
scheme of vecational training until a 
scale of maintenance could be arrang- 
ea for the men undergoing the train- 
ing and for their dependents. The 
commission has, therefore, prepared 
a scale under which a small sum for 
personal expenses will be granted to 
the men undergoing traming, while 
provision on a sliding scale is made for 
married men and their dependents, 
and for those unmarried men who may 
havé persons legally dependent upon 
them, 

The scale which the commission has 
now been empowered tg establish is as 
follows: It will be understood through- 
out that “maximum age” means 16 for 
a son and 17 for a daughter: 

1. A single man, with pension, living 
in, receives free maintenance; that is, 
board, lodging, and washing. 

2. A single man, with pension, liv- 
ing out, 60c.a day, 

3. A married man with pension, liv- 
ing in—free maintenance and $8 a 
month, with the following additions: 

For wife having no children, $35 
a month, less her husband's pension, 
For wife and one child, if child is 
under five, $38; from five to ten 


years, 39.50; from 10 to maximum | 


an assignment of his pay to his mother 
and also arranged for her to receive 
separation allowance while he was on 
service, may be paid at the wore rate 
as the wife of a married man With no 
children, 

6. The parents of a man undergoing 
training, if both are old and past work, 
and entirely or partially dependent 
upon him, may also be paid at that 
rate, 

7. The guardian of a widower's 
children (under the maximum age) 
will be paid monthly: For one child, 
$10; for two, $17.50; for three, $22; 
and $3 for each child in excess, of 
three, with a maximum of $35, 


Payments under these regulations 
will be continued for one month after 
the completion of vocation training, 
whether the man has secured employ- 
ment or not, 

This system of allowances will en- 
able many men to take advantage of 
the training offered, by providing for 
their families while the training 18 
being given.

That there has been a very consider- 
able decrease in the population of Ed- 
monton during the past year or two 
goeg wihtout saying. During the 
boom years the high-water mark of 
over seventy thousand was recorded 
by the census enumerators, but at the 
present time the population ia vari- 
ously estimated at betweén fifty and 
sixty thousand. Notwithstanding this 
fact, however, it is somewhat surpris- 
ing to find that Edmonton's school 
population, instead of decreasing, has 
been on the up-grade, This is, of 
course, partly accounted for by the 
fact that the exodus has chiefly related 
to single men, and also that soldiers’ 
families for the most part have remain- 
ed in the city. But the figures, never- 
the less, are somewhat astonishing. 


In 1912, which was the year when 
the Strathcona public school board 
was amalgamated with that of the 
Edmonton public school board, the 
total enrollment was 7,062; in 1913, 
the total had increased to 8,954; in 
1914, to 9,621, and in 1915 to 10,350. 
These figures, perhaps, are somewhat 
misleading, as they refer to the total 
enrollment for the year, It does not 
follow, for instance, that the total 
number in the public schools at any 
one time during 1915 was 10,360, as 
Edmonton's population is continually 
shifting, and the removal of families 
is very frequent. It might be better 
to take the figures for a particular 
month, and make comparisons in this 
way. In February of the present 
year the total enrollment was 8,668; 
in February, 1915, 8,089; in February, 
1914, 7,420; in February, 1913, 6,005; 
and in February, 1912, 4,500, There 
has, therefore, been a considerable in-

each year, With regard to the sepa- 
rate school district, the number of 
pupils enrolled this year is approxi- 
mately 1,500. There are seven 
schools, The attendance is about 
the same as last year. 

At the present time there are 255 
rooms for educational purposes in the 
public schools of the city. Of these, 
nineteen are vacant, us follows: Me- 
Dougall school, one room; II. A. Gray 
school, six rooms; Westmount school, 
six rooms; Queen's avenue school, one 
room; Donald Ross school, one room; 
Bennett school, one room; Queen Alex- 
andra school, one room; King Edward 
school, one room; Ritchie school, one 
room. The Oliver school, it may be 
mentioned, is overcrowded, and the 
basement is being used for school 
purposes, At the Highlands school, 
only seven rooms are completed out of 
the total of seventeen, and these are 
filled to capacity. The Rutherford 
school, at Bonnie Doon, is also uncom- 
pleted. The children in that district 
are being taken care of at the King 
Edward and Ritchie schools, some of 
the children having to travel distances 
up to three miles. The question of 
the completion of Rutherford school 
is now being considered, 


There are twenty-two permanent 
public schools in Edmonton, as fol- 
lows; Victoria high school, Strathcona 
high school, Alex. Taylor, Bennett, 
Donald Ross, II. A. Gray, Highlands, 
Jasper Place, King Edward, McCauley, 
McDougall, North Edmonton, Nor- 
wood, McKay avenue, Oliver, Park- 
dale, Queen Alexandra, Queen's ave., 
Ritchie, Rutherford, Shelter, and 
Westmount, There are four tempor- 
ary schools in Garneau, two at Delton,

two at Riverdale, and one each at 
Allendale, Eastwood, Elm Park, King 
Edward Park, North Delton, and Syn- 
dicate avenue. Churches are being 
used for school purposes at Dunvegan 
yards and Forest Heights,

grammars, and arithmetica; grade V., 
VI., VII., and VIII., arithmetica, apell- 
ing books, geography books, history 
books and grammar books; and, in ad- 
dition, grade VIII. pupils buy soometey 
books. Music books niso have to be 
purchased by pupils of all grades, In 
some cases this year parents haye
